REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To THE PARENTS AND CITIZENS OF BARRiNGTON: 

The following annual report is submitted by the School 
Board of Barrington. The schools opened for the year, 
eight in number, had thirty weeks tuition, (3 terms of 12,11 
and 7 weeks respectively.) The attendance shows a marked 
gain over last year, and excellent work was done by teachers 
and pupils. Several changes were made in text books. 
Mother Tongue was substituted for Metcalf’s Grammar, and 
Blodgett’s Readers, first, second and third, with Primers 
replacing Cyrs. 

Each school was also provided with a globe, and a set of 
maps added to Winkley; besides the necessary requisitions for 
school work, paper, crayons, ink, ete. 

Repairs were made on quite a large scale, the most notice- 
able being Oak Hill and Green Hill school houses with newly 
shingled roofs, while the other half of Winkley was finished 
and a flag pole put up, and also one at France. 

The school rooms were made more attractive and sanitary 
by fresh coats of paint and whitening. By a new ruling, the 
old time water pails and dippers were dispensed with; water 
coolers were installed and individual drinking cups required. 

The law calling for flags for every school has been complied 
with. There is yet much to be done in the way of improve- 
ments, which the School Board aim to accomplish in the 
coming year, depending upon your loyalty and support to 
the cause. 

In working together for the good of all, and the best in- 
terests of the schools, bringing them up to the highest stand- 
ard co-operation will then spell success.
